The Gienwood affair which ha« been 
the chief topic of conv ersation in that 
little town for the p a*t sev eral day s, 
came to light today when Meg ee & 
Kiplinger filed a div orce su it in the 
Rash circuit oourt, which g rew oat of 
the matter. 
The facts in the case are of a rather 
sensational natnre, insomu ch as sev er­ 
al prominent people of Gienwood are 
implicated. 
Ia the comp laint filed, 
the attorney s hav e seen fit, for some 
unknown 
reasons, 
to withhold the 
names of the co-resp ondents in the 
case, bu t a place is If ft on the instru 
rnent to insert their names later. 
Several months ago, the dark clou d 
of discontent began to hov er ov er the 
home of J ohn F. Vandiv er, and ac 
cording to the husband’s alleg ations, 
the wife of his bosom has stray ed 
away from her own fireside, caring 
more for the comp any of other men 
And this, too, in the fact* 
of hei 
being the mother of three children, 
the oldest of which is only sev en y ears 
of age. 
In the comp laint, the p lanitiff al 
leges that .his wife has been g u ilty of 
cruel and 
inhuman treatment, 
and 
that she-has refu sed rep eatedly to g et 
and properly p rep are his m eals; he 
complains that she called him 
v ile 
names and threatened to kill him. On 
one occasion she stru ck him with a 
rolling pin, 
p ainfu lly inju ring him, 
be say s. 
A 
oharge 
of 
adu ltery is lodg ed 
against the wife by the p laintiff. 
He 
say s that on retnrning from a trip to 
Indianapolis recently , as he entered 
his home he heard the back door slam, 
and on facing his wife with an aceu 
sation of receiving other men du ring 
his absence, he alleg es that she admit 
ted her 
guilt. 
Plaintiff p rav s 
for 
divorce and asks the cu stody of their 
three ohildren, whom, besav s, his wife 
has often left in their home alone for 
an entire day . 
Mrs. Vandiv er was su mmoned before 
the Graud jury today and it is thou g ht 
that they might take some action in 
the matter 
Vandiver is a g randson 
of 
Jesse 
Murphy , one of the most p rominent 
and wealthy residents of Gienwood. 
Mrs. Vandiver is a dau g hter of Josep h 
Gash, a stone cu tter, formerly resi­ 
dents of Rushville.
